The bill would pi ovale federal grants lo public school dis- 
tricts for the u ustruition cf school facilities damaged or de- 
stroyed in a major disaster such as flood hurricane or tire. In 
addition, the bill would provide school operating funds for up 
to five yea is foil. .wing the disa.ier lo enable the community to 
adjust to i.orn. il >• h« -;l support and operation. The measure 
al.-o amends Title 11 of tin* Elementary and Secondary Education 
Act cl 1 U(>."> ol which Mi Perkins i.s Hie author, to provide 
grants to State educational agencies operating or supporting 
programs in institutions tor handicapped children including the 
mentally retarded, deaf, .speech-impaired blind, crippled, ser 
iou.-ly and emotionclly disturbed, or other health impaired 
children who because cf such handicap require such education. 
The grant for each such ilulil wiuld anm unt to approximately 
Sl’iO in Kentucky Grants to Stale institutions tor .this purpose 
would be u ed to meet the special educational needs of such 
children Perkins said that this broadened concept ot 'he Ele- 
mentary and secondary Education Act was eksertia] if the nation

Republican County Judge Marlow Cook is 
liked well in Jefferson and apparently ha* a 
better than ev« n ch: nee to win re-election At 
i he same time he will be an important influence 
in helping Alderman Kenneth Schmeid t ) win 
the mavorality race. 

In Fayette County State Representative Joe 
Johnson is running against Democrat Sheriff 
Ed Hahn for the judgship. 

Cook and Johnson both have been men- 
tioned prominently .".s potential candidates in 
the gubernatorial race in 1967 as Republican 
standard bearers. 

However other prominent Republicans are 
getting mention. Franklin Circuit Judge Henry 
Meiggs. who was unopposed by the Democrats 
lor re-election, figures prominently in the gub 
(■material picture Ik- is young, articulate, and 
has made a good image for himself among 
prominent Republicans as well a* many Demo 
crats His office at Frankfort has made a good 
-ounding board for him statewide since all 
cases concerning the Commonwealth come be- 
fore his eourt. 

If Republicans carry both Fayette and 
Jefferson Counties in November this would 
form a strong axis for the 1967 gubernatorial 
campaign 

Outgoing Mayor William Cowger of Louis- 
ville has strong sup|>ort among Republicans for 
the governor’s race in 1967 However many 
Republicans smelling victory slronger than any 
time since 1943 are hopeful that l S. Senator 
Thruston Morton mav be persuaded to become 
the GOP standard bearer They leek at the 
squeaky victory Democrat Edward T Rreithitt 
won the governor- hip. for the Democrats in 
1963. However, they are brought to some sober 
nexs when they look at the margin of vietorv for 
It. Gov H-’-rry Lee Watertield Waterfield 
won by about 60.000 while Breathitt had only a 
13 000 j 'us margin over Republican Louis B 
Nunn of Glasgow 

Republicans reason the governorship would 
provide the ideal springboard for Morton to 
vault to the national ticket In 1968 as a vice 
jtre idertial candidate Morton’s term in the 
I’ S Senate doesn’t expire until Jan 3 I960. 
He (culd become a candid: *e for governor 
withcu’ resigning his Senate seat If elected 
be could name his successor In the Senate for 
the interim term 

Former Congre-sman Eugene Filer of 
Williamsburg comes into the gubern i">r : il i*ic 
tun- but somewhat hv the backdoor route The 
Democrats are ihe ones urging Siler to run lor 
the governorship in 1967. 

The Democrats rea*on Siler, strong in the 
mountains and the Hible Belt of Western Ken 
tueky. might well edge out anyone but Morton. 
The Democrats think Siler would he easier to 
beat, for they remember his race against Law 
renee W WetlM rby m INI mi- i lo I ky <»niv 
52 000 votes but the Democrats remember th<- 
mistake Siler made in jumping on the Cathc’ks 
and the liquor interests in the last weeks of 
the campaign, when both of these strong forces 
had taken no sides in the race 

Apparently the Democrats would hope Siler 
would make mi-takes again Too. Siler isn’t 
especially strong with modern day Republicans 
and Hie Democrats would count en many of 
them switching to their side in the November 
general election in 1967. 

Jrhrwon told me id midweek he would not 
be a candidate in 1W7 for either the lWenant 
governorship or tha top spot "Fayette County 
has so many problems I have to devote at least 



four years of my life to this county." also 
was optimistic about bis chances in the judges 
races there next month So that leaves Meigs. 
Cook, Cowger \V rtun or Siler as the potentials 
now.
